where it was first made public, was 
responsible for the use of the word 
“demand” instead of “request,” which 
was the proper translation. ? 


No Defense of Request 

While making the forezoinz distinc- 
tion, officials did not give the impres- 
sion that the latest United States note 
could be accepted with any kind of 
reservations by the Mexican Govern- 
ment.

A full report was re- 
ceived from the United States Em- 
bassy at Mexico City and on the basis 
of this report the reply states that 
the United States has “every reason 
to believe that Mr. Jenkins has not 
knowingly given any false testimony,” 


and believes the charge of perjury to 
be “utterly unfounded.”

Sinn Fein Proclaimed 


Viscount French has telegraphed 
his sympathy with Sergeant Barton’s 
relatives and family and so has. the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, James 
lan Macpherson, but what the law- 
abiding people are anxious to see is 
the effective protection of those en- 
gaged in maintaining law and order. 

Neither the Sinn Fein leaders nor 
the Roman Catholic Hierarchy might 
now be able to suppress this terrorism 
by denouncing it, if they tried, and the 
Irish people, while probably con- 
demning it, are equally condemnatory 
of the government and are conse- 
quently too divided among themselves 
to stop it. With the proclamation of the 
whole Sinn Fein organization, the ac- 
tion regarding hunger striking, and 
the possible abolition of trial by jury 
in the case of such crimes, the gov- 
ernment has recently been taking up 
a determined attitude. Simultane- 
ously, it is about to bring forward a 
measure of Irish self-government, 
which it is hoped, will lead to peace 
in Ireland, although many Irishmen, 
of course, maintain that the one policy 
is fatal to the other. 


Police Being Concentrated 


Among the minor steps which the 
government has taken to meet Sinn 
Fein terrorism is the concentration of | 
the police, some 20 of the smal] bar- 
racks in the various counties being 
closed and the others being propor- 
tionately strengthened, to deal with 
the possibility of armed raids. 

The government's action, in sup- 
pressing the Sinn Fein, which Arthur 
Griffith calls proclaiming the whole 
Irish Nation as an illegal assembly, 
was drastic, but that from the: gov- 
ernment’s point of view it was not 
hasty, was shown on the day the order 
was published, when the newspapers 
reported an armed raid on the house 
of the president of the Munster Agri- 
cultura] Society, whose mptor car and 
shotguns were stolen, the burning 
of two police huts in West Clare,’ the 
firing into the house of a retired pen- 
sioner of the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary in Limerick, the stealing of a five- 
ton motor lorry in Cork belonging to 
the Cork Steam Packet Company, the 
stealing of a motor car of the bank 
manager of County Limerick, many 
cases of cattle stealing in County Leit- 
rim and looting the loan fund office 
safe in Tullamore.

VANCOUVER, British Columbia—A 
new schedule involving $200,000 or 
more additional amount to the payroll

In its letter 
to the civic authorities the Trades and 
Labor Council, speaking through its 
legislative committee, makes the fur- 
ther assertion: “Happily, recent events 
show that within measurable time, in- 
stead of one of the worst governments 
in the world, we shall have one Of the 
best, and elected by just such organi- 
zations as we here plead for.” 

The City Council has not yet dealt 
with the letter. Mayor Fitzgerald, in 
a newspaper interview, said he con- 
sidered that if the police were to be 
organized it should simply be in “an 
organization among themselves.” Mem- 
bers of the police force expressed an 
opinion similar to that-«held by the 
Mayor. One of the oldest. members 
declared that “were the police to or- 
ganize themselves and ‘walk out’ with 
other unions in the evént of a strike 
they would be doing it in direct viola- 
tion of the oath they have taken as 
guardians of law and order.” Among 
the citizens, apart from those of the 
Labor .group, the general feeling is 
against unionization, and there are 
signs that, among the Labor men 
themselves, opinion is divided.

MR. BRIAND DEFENDS 
SALONIKA EXPEDITION

PARIS, France—-Another § striking 
feature of the secret committees of the 
French Chamber in 1916, already al- 
luded to in these columns, was the 
great speech by Mr. Briand on the 
nineteenth and twentieth of June, 
(1916, in answer to the numerous criti- 
‘cisms of the High Command and the 
|government on the general direction 
‘of the war. 
| Mr. Briand declared that if Germany 
made a sudden assault upon Verdun, 
it was to forestall the common action 
of the Allies; Germany wished ‘to de- 
moralize France and constrain her to 
sign peace. “Well!” cried Mr. Briand 
triumphantly, “Verdun resisted, and 
when one knows what Germany had 
hoped for in its attack against the 
stronghold, when one knows the 
preparations it made to insure its 
success, and the conditions in which 
the battle was delivered, I have the 
right to say that Germany was van- 
quished at Verdun.” 

Passing on to the question of the 
Balkans, Mr. Briand explained the at- 
titude observed by the French Gov-

LONDON, England—The members 
of the Amalgamated Society of En- 
gineers and nine other unions, cater- 


ing for the c«ngineering and allied 
trades, will shortly be balloting for 
or against acceptance of an agreement 
reached, as the result of a series of 
conferences, between their represent- 
atives and the Engineering and Na- 
tional Employers federations. The 
agreement in question is an attempt 
to aivé official sanction and recogni- 
tion to that body known as shop stew- 
ards, who, it will be remembcred, were 
the cause of:so much anxiety to the 
vovernment during the war because of 
the number of unofficial strikes 
directly traceable to their activities. 
The shop steward movement, contrary 
tc general belief, is not a war product, 
although it grew enormously in 
strength and numbers in consequence 
of the European crisis, when it 
reached a stage of development that 
might have taken 20 years to evolve in 
ordinary normal circumstances. 

In the last 18 months or so of the 
war there is no disguising the fact 
that the shop stewards exercised con- 
siderable influence in the workshops, 
a circumstance which the wise and 
far-seeing employer took into account 
before ettempting to introduce revolu- 
tionary methods, such as the scrap- 
ping of an obsolete process, for mod- 
ern methods of production, It was 
a wise policy, therefore, that prompted 
such an employer to confer with the 
shop stewards, explain his intentions 
and endeavor to obtain their coopera- 
tion.

FRANCE’S MERCHANT 
PLEB I OF TOMORROW

PARIS, France—From 1881 to 1917 
the French State appropriated, under 
the heading of premium or arma- 


ment compensations, about 500,000,- 
000 francs to the merchant fleet. 
These monetary sacrifices seem to 
have been useless, for it is a secret 
for no one that, on the eve of the war, 
the French commercial fleet was quite 
inadequate and corresponded in no 
way to the exigencies of modern 


traffic. The shipyards only constructed |

LONDON, England — Opera has at 
last come to its rightful place in 
British musical affairs, and there is 
no doubt that the demand for it will 
be even greater yet in the near. 
future. To meet this need fresh 
facilities for training are being 


esting of these is the operatic class 
in process of formation at the Royal 
College of Music. 

In former years the. annual opera 
performances given by the college 
under Sir Charles Stanford’s direction 
always ranked high for their excel- 
lence, but they were rather additions 
to than portions of the regular curric- 


Now, however, opera will be culti- 
vated steadily at the Royal College of 
Music, and the director, Dr. Allen, 
has secured Mr. Albert Coates to take 
charge of this new branch of the 
work. Mr. Coates, it will. be remem- 
bered, has a European fame as an 
operatic conductor, which he won 
before the war in Germany, and 
subsequently enhanced by his artistic 
achievements in Russia. It is there- 
fore a matter for congratulation to 
British music that he is at home 
again once more, and will be associ- 
ated with these fresh developments 
at the Royal College of Music. 


The Leeds Philharmonic Society will 
attain jts fiftieth anniversary during 
the present season, and special efforts 
are being put forward to make the 
program of its fixtures worthy of the 
occasion. At the opening concert 


Beethoven’s great mass in D will be 
given. Berlioz’s “Faust” is to be re- 
vived, together with excerpts from the 
“Meistersinger” and ‘“Parsifal.” At 
the second and last concerts of the 
series, the Hallé Orchestra, under Mr. 
Albert Coates and Sir Henry Wood, 
will be responsible for the program, 
the other conéerts being under the 
direction of Dr. Bairstow, the organist 
of York Minster.

MOLIERE’S - PLAYS 
AND PIERRE LOUYS 
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Specially for The Christian Science Monitor 

Paris has been stirred to the bottom 
of its literary and dramatic depths by 
the charge of Pierre Louys, the au- 
thor of “Aphrodite,” that Moliére was 
not the creator of the most famous 
plays attributed to him. The Bacon 
masquerading behind the French 
Shakespeare is, according to Mr. 
Louys, no less a person than the 
eldér Corneille. Here is indeed a 
challenge that no foreigner would 
have dared to utter on French soil. 


have been forgiven his pitiable igfor- 
ance. For a Frenchman, however, to 
make so grave a charge has seemed 
to Paris an act of high treason 
against French letters. The uproar 
may thus be imagined, for Parisians 
still take seriously their literary 
quarrels. 

Mr. Louys’ argument recalls to an 
English-speaking person the objec- 
tions which have been raised against 
William Shakespeare of Stratford as 
the author of “Hamlet.” In brief, it is 
to the effect that Molf@re lacked the 
necessary education to be a great poet 
and playwright. At the age of 14, says 
Mr. Louys, Moliére knew nothing ex- 
cept haw to read and write, and left 
his elementarye class with a dislike 
for all learning. This is not un- 


natural, perhaps, for a boy of 14! 

At 28 he was still lamentably ignor- 
ant of Greek and Latin grammar. 
There is a familiar sound to this, an” 


echo of Ben Jonson’s “small Latin 
and less Greek.” And in 1658, pro- 
claims Mr. Louys_ triumphantly, 
Moliére went to Rouen to learn from 
Corneille the art of writing. He 
knew nothing of the arts, his chal- 
lenger continues, save how to put a 
play on the stage. And that at 14 he 
could only read and write seems to 
M. Louys a disability that pursued 
Moliére throughout his life. To a dis- 
passionate onlooker, knowing how to 
read and write at the age of 14 is not, 
at least, a handicap toa youth’ s future 
development. 

As was to be expected, the Comédie 
Francaise—the house‘of Moliére—has | 
taken up the challenge on behalf of | 
the seventeenth century playwright. | 
The resources of the theater library, | 
which is particularly rich in materials | 
relating to the actor-dramatist, have |

dramatic literatures, of borrowings 
from Scarron, Sorel and Straparola, 
of having adapted the work of Guillot- 
Gorju, and of similar charges familiar 
enough to students of seventeenth 
century literature. But his bitterest | 
enemies do not seem to have suggested 
that he was not the author of the 
plays that bore his name. Neither 
Boursault nor Donneau de Vizé, Vil- 
liers nor Montfleury, nor the curé of 
Saint-Barthélmy brought against him 
the accusation which M. Louys now 
brings. 

The relation between the work of 
Corneille and Moliére is, once more, 
not‘a new discovery. In 1685, Fran- | 
cois Bouquet drew attention to this 
relationship. In 1667 there was pub- | 
lished at Rouen the first edition of, 
Corneille’s “Attila,” and the year fol- 
lowing, of Moliére’s 
with title-pages correctly naming the | 
respective authors. The financial | 
transactions of the day show that Mo- 
liére was paid as an author. Mr. 
Louys makes play with the fact that 
Moliére’s receipts, in his own hand- 
writing, are misspelt—but orthography 
Was not an exact literary science in 
seventeenth century France any more 
than it was in Elizabethan England. 

And to turn to the plays themselves, 
it would seem that anyone with any

recognize not only their peculiar indi- 
viduality, but their remoteness from 
resembling the work of Corneille.

Hig ar- 
gument based on Moliére’s lack of 
learning—if indeed Moliére were lack- 
ing in learning—collapses without fur- 
ther supporting evidence in the face 
of the plays themselves. Perhaps they 
may be explained no more satisfactorily 
than may the genius of Shakespeare; 
but both alike exist, and have existed 
unchallenged by their contemporaries. 

Moliére did attend the Collége de 
Clermont, where he was the pupil of 
Gassendi. Errors of spelling are to 
be found in the manuscripts of great 
authors as late as Voltaire. Would the 
author of “Le Cid” have allowed an 
actor to win equal fame under an 
alias? Corneille, unlike Bacon, was 
himself a dramatist, and there would 
therefore seem no motive for him to 
hide behind anonymity. Nor does it 
seem reasonable to suppose a possible 
collaboration between Corneille and 
Moliére. The work of these two men 
is too individual, too unlike, their out- 
look upon the world too different to 
imagine them working at the same 
manuscript in one study. La Fon- 
taine did not question the genius of 
Moliére. Mr. Louys is a little late

The 
good of the Empire did demand that 
the best possible secretary be found 
for the Khedive, but it seems less easy 
for the American than for the English- 
man to understand an official whose 
personal interests are entirely subor- 
dinated to those of his position. This 
is especially so when it is also con- 
sidered that Sir Arthur’s decision 
made four people unhappy. To be 
sure, he and his wife were in the us- 
ual happy-ever-after spotlight at the 
final curtain, but one felt that her sur- 
render to him was belated and hollow. 
Her real happiness had gone out the 
door when Roland had left for the last 
time. And not only these three, but 
Mrs. Etheridge, who had always been 
‘fond of Sir Arthur in the way his 
wife was not, was left at the end out- 
side any real happiness. There was, 
for all four, of course, the happiness 
of sacrifice, of year-in and year-out 
' submission to a condition of personal 


‘relations which, at the start at least, 


was unnatural. 


A Conversational Play 


The average Broadway audience, 
will demand, even from Mr. 
Maugham, something more than flex- 
ible, humorous dialogue, faithful char- 
acter study, and scenes which dovetail 
under the theater craftsman’s skilled 
hand. Three acts of conversation 
which only at times express the move- 
ment of character against circum- 
stances under the surface are not 
wholly satisfying to an audience. One 
cannot be expected to wait indefinitely 
for something to happen. In the last 
act, when Sir Arthur listens to the 
wail of a native in the distance, one 
wishes that this cry would be followed 
by the appearance of the native with 
a drawn knife, or a gun. But the at- 
tempt to assassinate Sir Arthur hap- 
pened some time before, and is only 
talked about, mildly, in an afternoon 
social-call tone. 

This is not saying that the conflict 
of character lacks interest and sus- 
pense, - Those qualities are there. And 
evidently Mr. Maugham was not trying 
to strike heavy notes. His aim, 
apparently, was to subject the triangle 
to the acid test of British officialism, 
and to keep the laboratory confined to 
drawing room or veranda. In this he 
succeeded as a good craftsman should 
succeed, The only question the play- 
goer has to ask himself is, Do I like this 
gentle experimentation? And expres- 
sion of mere personal likes and dis- 
likes is not fair criticism.

NEW YORK, New York—Supposing 
playwrights who adapt the conversa- 
tions and descriptions of a novel to 
the dialogue and action of the stage 
have a right to sacrifice literary to 
theatrical effect as much as they 
choose; and supposing, further, they 
have a right to take character por- 
traits out of the conventional frame 
in which readers are wont to study 
them and put them into that other 
sort of conventional frame in which 
audiences are wont to see them—then 
little can be said against what Miss 
Sabine has done with Howells’ book, 
“The Rise of Silas Lapham,” in shap- 
ing it into a text for the Theater Guild. 
But if, on the contrary, playwrights 
must never dramatize the paragraphs 
and chapters of a piece of fiction but 
to reproduce the precise effect of the 
original, then nothing very noisy can 
be said in praise of Miss Sabine’s 
work. 

It would seem that the authoress, 
from the moment she first turned her 
professional attention to the novel, 
saw the possibility of a comedy 
toward which color and mechanism 
would contribute in equal artistic 
measure. She seems to have formed 
the figure of Silas Lapham, the New 
England paint manufacturer who 
moves up from his native town, Lum- 
berville, to Boston, to show the old 
residents on Beacon Hill how to spend 
their money, and the love story 
whereof Penelope Lapham, Silas’s 
daughter, is the heroine, and Tom 
Corey, Silas’ aristocratic young as- 
sociate in the grime and grind of 
trade, is hero, material for a dramatic 
structure in which all the elements 
of character would stand neatly con- 
trasted and all the elements of plot 
would stand nicely counterpoised 
against one another. At any rate, 
she has built a workmanlike play; and 
at the same time that she has given 
an illustration of good dramatic 
architecture, she has hinted slightly 
at how American manners may be 
portrayed on the stage. She has done 
something to interest people who en- 
tertain hopes for a native theater in 
the United States.

It was a great occasion, therefore, when Mr. Poincare 

arrived in Strasbourg, as he did recently, to open Stras- 
bourg’s reorganized French university. For the city has 
always been jealous-of its reputation as a seat of learn- 
ing. During the long years, extending into centuries, 
that the great cathedral was in building, throngs of stu- 
dents and artists would flock from all quarters to the old 
town at the meeting place of the Ill and the Breusch. 
The university was suppressed during the French Revo- 
lution, and remained dormant for over seventy years, 
but one of the first acts of the Germans, on taking over 
the provinces after the war of 1870-1, was to reopen the 
university, determined to make it a great missionary 
training camp of German kultur. Here was to be tne 
grand headquarters of the kultural conquest of the 
Reichsland. 
_ And so, between the years 1877. and 1894, there rose 
up on the site of the ancient fortifications a series of great 
buildings, “a bad copy of the French classical style,” as 
André Hallavs has described them, which, today, form 
Strasbourg University. They were designed before the 
Germans had invented “the monstrous combinations of 
their present-day architecture,” but are, in every respect. 
“terribly German,” liberally supplied with. statues and 
frescoes by modern German artists. However, the Stras- 
bourger recognizes that the buildings are of very sec- 
ondary importance, and that the real work to be done in 
Strasbourg, today, is the substitution, as rapidly as may 
be, of culture for kultur. Within a very short time of 
the signing of the armistice, the Herr Doktors and Herr 
Professors, together with a large number of German 
students, had taken their departure, and the great library, 
laboratories, and halls were deserted, save for five or six 
Alsatian professors and some 400 Alsatian students, who 
remained at work awaiting the coming of the French. 
That was just a vear ago, and now Strasbourg takes its 
place as an altogether French university, with a Irench 
rector, a I'rench faculty, and a very French determination 
to change its medium of instruction entirely from German 
to trench, as rapidly as possible. 

“You are the France of tomorrow, and you must see 
to it that France will remain, in the future, the country 
of lberty, justice, and. fraternity.” So did the President 
of france speak to the students of Strasbourg University, 
in the course of his address to the students’ congress, the 
other day. After nearly fiftv vears of waiting, it was 
indeed a great day for Strasbourg. 


Turning a Century of Bolivar 


BoLivaR is a name known all over the world as that 
of a South American hero, but only the recurrent South 
American celebrations, commemorating historical events 
in that part of the world in which the famous Liberator 
was a preeminent figure, are slowly teaching North 
Americans the value of his services in the great cause 
of human rights and the meaning of his leadership to 
the cause of South American independence. And just 
now, in the centennial year of his liberation of Colombia 
and Venezuela from the yoke imposed by the Spanish 
conquest, it 1s not without interest to recall that the 
Liberator, though a native of Caracas, gathered his en- 
thusiasm for republican institutions by a sojourn in the 
United States in 1809, and that it was his admiration 
for this country and its achievements, as he observed 
them in that vear, which filled him with the resolution 
to free his own country from European dominancy. No 
wonder, then, that Bolivar is sometimes spoken of-as the 
Washington of South America, or that, as counterpart 
of the many statues of him in cities below the equator, 
there is one also in the most famous city park of the Re- 
public of the North. For although the field of Bolivar’s 
activities was those countries of the northern half of 
South America that are strung upon the great Andean 
chain, his sincere devotion to the idea of human liberty 
made him a conspicuous figure before the world. 

The hundred years that have passed since early August 
of 1819, when Bolivar made his defeat of the Spanish 
arms at Boyaca the turning point in a campaign that later 
liberated half a continent, have seen the development of 
prosperous and well-organized national communities in 
districts where he knew only sparse populations held to- 
gether by weak and indeterminate political bonds. There 
was a peculiar appropriateness, therefore, in the fact that 
Colombia's recent observance of the Bolivar centenary 
was marked not only by countless tributes to the memory 
of the national hero but also by exhibitions setting forth 
the industrial and agricultural activities of the country. 
Amid these exhibitions a visitor could not fail to be im- 
pressed with the fact that, in spite of its comparative 
youth, Colombia is, economically, no longer in a state of 
dependency, but that in this centennial year it may be said 
to have achieved a measure of economic independence 
amply sufficient to balance the political independence 
achieved at the beginning of the century now just closed. 
In the variety and staple usefulness of its products it 
proclaims an established place in the community of 
nations, as in the number and quality of its manufactures 
it gives evidence of its progress in the industries, while 
noteworthy paintings point the development of nation- 
alistic feeling in the evidence afforded of the disposition 
of native artists toward national subjects, particularly 
those growing out of historical events. 

No nation can turn a century of treasured ideals and 
recollections such as those which Colombig has associated 
with Bolivar without making its centenary a sort of 
milestone. So this festival centering at Bogota, ina way, 
marks a change in the national commemoration of its 
hero from that which has been largely. persénal to that 
which henceforth, apparently, is to be more definitely 
institutional. Significantly, with this centenary, we see 


the Quinta de Bolivar, the estate presented to the Liber- 


ator by the government in 1820, and occupied by him 
at various times as a sort of manor, now turned over 
to the Society of line Arts and the Academy of History, 
to be maintained as a museum for the Colombian people. 
From now onward, perhaps, the thoughts of Bolivar that 
shall be stirred by this commemorative institution will 
turn less upon the measure of his personal prowess as 


a leader of armies, and more upon the effect of his vision 
of liberty in giving a direction to the development of tne 
community life of a waiting continent. 
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Forests and Christmas Irees 


IN THESE days when conservation ts even.more essen- 
tial than in the midst of the war, if the devastated places 
are to be rebuilt, it is surprising that so little considera- 
tion has been given to the sheer waste involved in the 
use of Christmas trees. From the Vermont Inils alone 
it isestimated that this vear somte 5,000,000 trees will be 
taken for decorative purposes. I-ven though the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture should succeed in inducing the Ver- 
mont farmers to set out 1,500,000 new trees a vear, as 
the plan is, the present rate of cutting would never- 
theless mean constant depletion at a rapid rate. The 
young trees thus used are, of course, the second growth, 
the basis for the great forests of the future. Only in 
relatively few instances would the cutting of them be 
justifiable as a thinning out of too thick a growth. It 
the destruction of the forests should go on at anything 


like this rate in all parts of the country and of the world,, 


it would mean a verv Serious exhaustion of resources, 
and that for mere play.” | 

Anyone who knows mountain conditions 
moreover, that the young trees are needed not only tor 
future timber but for the present better conservation of 
water supply. Rivers and lakes, with all their possibilities 
for power, and in the more arid parts of the country for 


realizes, 


irrigation, require an even supply of water such as can be 


provided only where there are sufficient forests. With 
no trees, the water from rain or snow runs away quickly. 
Trees act like blotting-paper in making a gradual seep- 
age. Statements of this sort are indeed the very rudi- 
ments of forestry; but certainly the general public needs 
the reiteration of them as an education toward the de- 
manding of only what it is right to have. If the demand 
for Christmas trees is wasteful, it will have to subside 
before the right kind of conservation. Sooner or later 
the public will insist on reforestation and desist from 
many-of its present prodigal tastes for the products of 
the forests. 

The use of trees for festivities is largely a matter of 
habit and fashion, just as the celebration of the Fourth 
of July in the “old-fashioned” way with firecrackers and 
other explosives was largely an unreasoned custom. A 
campaign of education of the public resulted finally in 
tremendous improvement in the observance of the Amer- 
ican, Independence Day. In the same way, real reasoning 
as to what the wholesale use of Christmas trees involves 
can bring about an equally great change. It is true that 
mere sentiment which would argue against the damming 
of a beautiful stream for power in one dase will, in the 
other case, argue for the cutting of Christmas trees by the 
millions. But such sentiment, whether seemingly right 
at one time and seemingly wrong at another, always has 
to be accompanied by intelligent reasoning in order to be 
really rational. 

Certainly wasteful destruction is hardly a proper re- 
minder of Christmas Day. All the struggle and stress 
of a period of gift-buying and tree-securing might well 
give way, in these times of reconstruction, to the 
work of real upbuilding of resources. If the time and 
labor required for the getting together of Christmas trees 
alone were used for reforestation, spread through the 
whole year, the world would indeed be enriched. Under- 
standing of the constructive work of forestry can in no 
way detract from actual joy. ‘On the contrary, as this 
understanding does away with the wholesale destruction 
of the woods, and with the distortion of views that comes 
through the working under fals¢ pressure in any way, 
the general public must rejoice alNhe more in construc- 
tive activity. 


Growing Bulbs 


I:ver since the days of Cornelius van Baerle, and long 
before his day, there have been those who have found a 
special joy in growing bulbs. The army of devotees has 
always been a heterogeneous one. It has ever boasted 
its few great specialists, men for whom bulb-growing 
was a deeply reverenced vocation, and it has always bad 
its great host of the rank and file, those who grew bulbs 
with no idea of securing new specimens, but just for the 
joy of seeing them make what leaf they would and what 
flower they would, taking what time they would in the 
doing of it all. } 

Of late years, the army has grown immeasurably. In 
the days before the war, every autumn that came round 
saw the consignments of the Dutch bulb grower, con- 
signments which went literally to the uttermost parts of 
the earth, grow larger. And so it will be again: for the 
ever-increasing army of bulb growers has learned to wel- 
come, in the “dark of the year,” the advent of the tulip 
bulb, the hyacinth, the daffodil, the jonquil, and the nar- 
cissus, just as he does the flowers in spring. 

Then again, it is a much more democratic army than 


it used to be. When Cornelius van Baerle sought for and’ 


found, at last, his famous Black Tulip, some 250 vears 
ago, tulip growing was the pastime of kings, and the pro- 
duction of anew specimen a just cause for public honor. 
Did not the Horticultural Society of Haarlem, in the 
days when Wilham IIL of Ienglan] was still Stadtholder 
of the Dutch Republic, offer a prize of 100,000 guilders 
for a black tulip, and had not thé famous “Semper 
Augustus” sold for 13,000 florins only a few vears be- 
fore? About that time, too, one Isaac Boxtel, a tulip 
grower of Dort, produced a new specimen, concerning 
which Dom Alfonso VI of Portugal, as he walked, in 
exile, about his garden in the island of Terceira, ex- 
claimed indulgently, “Not so bad, by any means.” At 
any rate, so Dumas pére tells the story. 

Today there is still, of course, the same wonderfu] 
specializing, in tulip bulbs as in all the other kinds of 
bulbs, and new and ever more wonderful specimens are 


‘being produced. But the great joy of bulb-growing is 


to be found, for the most part, on quite ordinary window 
sills in quite ordinary houses. For the bulb is a strangely 
accommodating thing.

Tur Tz7ecnHo-Srovak Repwustric, which is but a vear 
old, has launched a government-owned company for' the 
manufacture of telegraph and telephone instruments, and 
to equip central stations for telegraph and telephone sys- 
tems. The company, which ts called Telegrafia, 1s located 
mm Prague. A provision has been inserted in the by-laws of, 
the company to. allow 6fficers and workmen of the con- 
cern to participate in the net pronts. One-fourth of the 
annual net profits is, handed over to a committee which 
places the receipts in a stock fund of the employees. The 
shares which they. purchase in the Telegrafia are distmb- 
uted to the workmen: each man who has worked for five 
years continuously with the company is entitled to one 
share free, and to an additional share tor each three vears 
of continuous work thereafter. As the government holds 
60 per cent of the shares, it is evident that, after the 
men have acquired the remaining 40 per cent, it remains 
with the government to decide whether the company shall 
be entirely socialized at that time. This énterprise of,the 


’ new republic will cause much interest, and its progress will 


be closely followed by Labor leaders throughout the 
world.

WtTH the coming into power of a new Administration 
in which Labor men and farmers are potent, it is believed 
in Toronto that the famous million-dollar palace which 
has served the Province of Ontario as a gubernatorjal 
mansion will presently pass to other uses. As It stawds, 
the Government House has been a magnificent piece of 
show architecture, the finest gubernatorial mansion on the 
continent, too fine by far, it is believed, for the representa- 
tives of the new democracy to ask the public to keep on 
supporting. It has before now been called a “‘white 
elephant’’; and the question has been raised why ‘Ontario 
should support an executive residence so much bigger than 
the White House, for example, at Washington. So it is 
very much in the air of Toronto that a change impends, 
and that Government House will either be sold to the 
highest bidder, remodeled for some other purpose, per- 
haps a home for disabled soldiers, or closed until the new 
government decides what to do with it. Imagination at 
any rate seems to.see a large notice on its impressive front 
door reading ““No Governor Need Apply.” 


NAPOLEON is credited with saying that the English 
were a nation of shopkeepers, and it is a fortunate thing 
for the world that they are, for out of their shops came 
the steady flow of munitions and supplies which made 
it possible to maintain the Brittsh troops and many of the 
troops of her allies as well, until Germany was defeated. 
If Napoleon were here today, he would very likely repeat 
the statement with which he has been credited, on hear- 
ing that Great Britain Has opened an exhibition in Athens, > 
containing the finest collection of British manufactured 
articles that has ever been seen in Greece. The exhibits 
consist of the products of 300 leading manufacturers, 
and include everything from agricultural tractors to un- 
derwear. The trade of Great Britain was seriously cur- 
tailed during the war, while her manufacturers were mak- 
ing munitions, and even now her imports are exceeding 
her exports to an extent almost alarming, so that it is an 
encouraging sign that her business men are awake to the 
need for increasing her exports, and have taken this im-* 
portant step to recover her trade in the Near East.

THE high cost of living does not on all occasions dis- 
courage a sense of humor, even in the most desperately 
besieged family man, for sometimes the joke is on the 
storekeeper. A consumer who recently set out to buy 
a pair of shoes for about $8, went into a store in Boston 
and was finally convinced: that about the best he could 
do was to pay $12 plus for a pair. The salesman went 
to the cash register and began to “crank it up” and ring 
bells, and when the drawer opened he repeated the opera- 
tion, chuckling to himself all the while. “You see,” he 
explained to the customer, “when this cash register was 
put in here we never dreamed we should get more than 
$9 for a pair of shoes, so the amount that could be regis- 
tered was limited to that figure; and now, when we sel] a 
pair, we have to play a tune before we ring up the 
required amount.”’ 


_ Att the window glass manutacturing plants in 
Belgium have resumed work, but the output is now 18.- 
000,000 square meters, as against 45,000,000 square 
meters per annum betore the war. Shortage of raw 
materials is given as the cause of the reduced Output 
and in consequence some of the plants are only partly 
occupied. It is rather startling to find that 6 per cent 
of the output results in breakage, or 2,700,000 square 
meters per annum, which is surely much more than all 
the small football players of the world demolish in manv 
years. There is now a very great demand for window 
glass, so that the increased cost is a secondary considera- 
tion. The present production of plate glass in Belgium 
iS just Over 1,000,000 square meters per annum. as 
against 2,800,000 before the war, and it is interesting 
to learn that, during the war, Great Britain and Germany 
came to an arrangement “allowing Belgium to export 
plate glass to England, so that this particular indust 

did not suffer so much as did others. es 
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
